When it came io a choice between 
Stalin and Hider—and it looked as if 


| many Arnericans might. be faced 
;with a choice before very long-- 


some conservative Americans pre- 
ferted Hitler, while many Uberal 
Amerleang preferred Stalin. All 
commentators were coming to real- 
ize that the Russo-German pact of 
August, 1030, was basically unsound, 
politically, economically, and {deo- 
logically. 

About the only things that Com- 
munist Russia and Fascist Germany 
had in common, were dictatorial 
menans-—to achieve 100 per cent dif- 
ferent ends. And when {ft came to 
distatorial means, Daladier's France 
and ChurehQia: England had both 
empleyed them—to uphold camoc« 
rney, Political experts made the mat- 


ter clear. Fascilam {[s “aristocratic,” | 


democracy Js “middle-class,” and 
“Communism is “proletarian.” Any 
one of these three systems can be 
upheld by dictatorship, but the two 
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police nabbed 
the bunch, with a hoot and a holler. 
The Rev. Owen Knox of Detroit, 
chairman of the civil rights federa- 
tion, was taken off to the Capitol 
police housery.
